Body of John Link Found 
in His Place at 321 South 
Broadway+—Death Due to 
Shock and Strangulation.

Police Dog That Guarded 
Master Was in Room 
When the Murder Was 
Discovered. 


John Link, 77 years old, was 
found bound, gagged and murdered 
at 6:30 a. m. today in the rooming 
house at 321 South Broadway which 
he had conducted for many years. 

He had been dead several hours 
when the body was found on a bed 
in a third floor room, one of three 
he used for his living quarters, by 
Jess McNeely, 44, his janitor and 
handy man. 

Deat® was due to shock and to 
strangulaticn apparently caused by 
the gag, it was announced by the 
Coroner after an autopsy. Link had 
been struck on the left side of the 
head with a heavy instruments, 
possibly one of three pckers found 
in his quarters, and had suffered a 
severe brain concussion, 
also been struck below the right 
Pear. His skull was not fractured. 
Body Found on Bed. 


The body, clothed in coat, shirt, 
trousers and underclothing. and 
socks, but shoeless, lay on the right 
side in the bed. Link’s hands had 
been bound with heavy cord and 
lashed to his belt, and his feet had 
been tied together with cord of 
the same description which ap- 

to have been cut down from 
a clothesline in the room. 

A towel had been tied around the 
head as a gag and a corner of the 
blanket on the bed had been thrust 
into the mouth under the towel. 

The place where the body was 
found is a third-floor inside room 
separated by a kitchen from the 
bedreom Link usually used. It" s 
no other entrance except the door 
from the hall. The only outside en- 
trance to the apartment is through 
a hall door which lets out upon a 
rear porch. 

McNeely told detectives Link’s 
police dog was locked up in the 
front room of the apartment, when 
he found Link’s body in the rear 
room. The dog is known to other 
residents of the rooming house as 
a determined guardian of its mas- 
ter’s rooms, allowing no one to en- 
ter except regular visitors. 

16 Lodgers Questioned. 

Ten men and six women, room- 
ers in Link’s establishmeat, were 
questioned by. the police, but de- 
clared they could throw no light on 
the murder. They said they did 
not hear the dog bark during the 
night, which led to the concluajo2 
that Link’s slayer probably was a 
regular visitor to his rooms. 

Link’s apartment, disordered and 
untidy, showed no signs of a strug- 
gle. No chairs were overturned 
and the furniture appeared to be 
in accustomed places. 

Link’s possessions were scattered 
about the rooms of his living quar- 
ters. In a chifforobe in the front 
bedroom policemen found three of 
his suits and a woman’s dress and 
black coat, whose ownership has 
not been determined. No money 
was found in the place. In Link’s 
pockets was $2.70. 

According to other residents of 
the block, ‘Link was not reputed to 
be wealthy. He had lived at the 
South Broadway address long be- 
yond the recollection of other resi- 
dents.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Senator 
Hatfield (Rep.), West Virginia, has 
issued a statement saying Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is on the highway to 
monetary ruin, and that “but for 
economic theorists running wild, we 
might now be well out of this de- 
pression, as is the case in England.” 

Hatfield said the greatest game of 
politics in American history was 
being played with the taxpayers’ 
money and that the administration 
had gone “dole mad.” 

“It will do no good for the Presi- 
dent to petulantly hurl the gibe of 
‘Tory’ at his critics,” he said. “It is 
he, and not his critics, who occu- 
pies the exalted position compara- 
ble to that of royal George III, 
backed by Tory courtiers, the army 
and navy, and all the panoply of 
state. 

Administration “Dole-Mad.” 

“The administration has gone 
dole mad. It is attempting to pur- 
chase the sufferance of millions of 
destitute and unfortunate citizens 
at the cost of their liberty. 

“We cannot go on forever spend- 
ing ten billions a year. The end to 
such madness is Government bank- 
ruptcy. It will pauperize the na- 
tion.” 

Urging Roosevelt to “turn back 
from the brink of monetary disas- 
ter,” Hatfield said only the Presi- 
dent could now sto, inflationists. 

“I point out to him,” Hatfield 
went on, “that he is on the same 
treacherous highway that brought 
Louis XIV to monetary ruin through 
paper assignats, which, though they 
were poured out by the billions, 
failed to save France. 

“It is the poor and humble people 
of this nation who will be hit hard- 
est by inflation. It is the small man 
who has suffered most from the de- 
pression, who will be buried up to 
his eyes in an avalanche of wall- 
paper money. The rich can take 
care of themselves. 

Declares Capital Has Filed. 

“Indeed, they have already done 
so. At least $1,000,000,000, and pos- 
sibly $4,000,000,000 of American cap- 
ital has already winged its way to 
foreign shores in flight from the 
depreciating dollar.” 

Hatfield said that wages could 
not possibly keep up with the “soar- 
ing inflationary spiral,” and that 
the plight of the workers would be 
all the more desperate by reason of 
“the regimentation that fixes prices, 
the hours and the days they shall 
toil.” 

“In every age, in every country 
fiat money has been tried,” he con- 
tinued, “it has produced only bank- 
ruptcy and ruin. Inflation will not 
save the farmers, either the thrifty 
or the improvident. On the con- 
trary, it may force upon them the 
nationalization of all land 
For the farmers, inflation is the 
road to tenancy and peonage, raids 
by roving bands of hungry men, and 
possibly martial law.”

EXPERIMENTATION 


Makes - Public Editorial, 
Written for His Mag- 
azine, Denouncing Cur- 
rency Policy of Roosevelt 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—Former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith today made 
public an editorial in a coming is- 
sue of the New Outlook magazine 


in which he will declare himself 
emphatically against the current 
administration policy of “currency 
experimentation.” 

The editorial will be under the 
heading, “Sound Currency,” and 
will be in the form of an open let- 
ter to the members of the Chamber 
of Comnierce of the State of New 
York. 

Declaring himself “too old now to 
be regular just for the sake of reg- 
ularity,” the former Governor will 
say: 

“What we need in this country. is 
absolute dependability in our mone 
tary standards. It is the only thing 
which will restore confidence. The 
latest fiscal moves of the adminis- 
tration have undermined — public 
confidence. They have created un- 
certainty. Uncertainty paralyzes 
business, discourages private initia- 
tive, guides money into hiding and 
places the entire burden of sustain- 
ing the population on the central 
government. 

Denounces Opportunism. 

“We are told that there is a new 
theory of government abroad. It is 
the theory that the executives are 
quarterbacked on a football field 
who do not know a minute in ad- 
vance what signal they will call 
next. They determine the plays on 
the basis of.‘hunches.’ Of course, 
this is just another name for op- 
portunism. There is nothing new 
in it. It never pulled a great mod- 
ern industrial nation out of a de- 
pression. 

“What the people need today is 
what the Bible centuries: ago de- 
scribed as ‘the shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land.’ That was 
what Grover Cleveland represented 
to the people in his day—a symbol 
of strength and firmness, of cool- 
ness, or rocklike integrity in the 
midst of shifting sands, heat and 
desolation. 

“In the absence of anything defi- 
nitely known to be better, I am 
for a return to the gold standard. 

Is for “Experience.” 

“I am for gold dollars and against 
baloney dollars. I am for experi- 
ence aS against experiment. If I 
must choose between private man- 
agement of business and manage- 
ment by a Government bureaucracy, 
I am for private management. 

“I am ready to go through a cer- 
tain amount of deflation if the 
choice is between this and outright 
money inflation. If I must choose 
between the leaders of the past, 
with all the ersors they have made 
and with all the selfishness they 
have been guilty of, and the inex- 
perienced young college professors 
who hold no responsible public of- 
fice, but are perfectly ready to 
turn 130,000,000 Americans into 
guinea pigs for experimentation, I 
am going to be for the people who 
have madé the country what it is. 

“And I say this with full knowl- 
edge of the fact that there are 
many things in the old order of so- 
ciety, which I should like to have 
changed and which I do not ap- 
plaud or even condone.” 

The open letter concludes with 
this remark: 

“I know that in writing this let- 
ter I am inviting the charge that I 
have ‘gone Wall street.’ . Well, this 
is not the first time that I have 
taken the unpopular side of a great 
national question. Put me down, 
therefore, as a sound money man 
and as being with you in your cam- 
paign.” 

In the open letter Smith ex- 
pressed personal disbelief that the 
Democratic party is “fated to be 
always the party of greenbackers,

The husband told of his life with 
the Indianapolis girl, said the mar- 
riage was a failure, that the wife 
had attempted to poison the family 
and had developed tuberculosis. 
He said he could see where 
his mother had a motive for doing 
away with Rheta to help him to 
get free from a sad marriage. 

Earle, who returned from Kansas 
City yesterday to face investigators, 
was hysterical when his mother, 
after a short sleep, was brought 
face to face with him. 

Wynekoop’s Companion Detained 

After the mother and son had 
spent two hours together, the son 
was taken out for a bite to eat.

At the same mo- 
ment police arrived with Stanley 
Young, Earle’s companion on an 
interrupted trip to the Grand Can- 
yon. Young and Wynekoop had 
reached Kansas City when the 
news of the murder reached them.

Finding of Chloroform. 

The decision to hold Dr. Wyne- 
koop came after the Coroner an- 
nounced that his chemist, Virgil 
Gant, , had reported that enough 
chloroform had been found in the 
young woman’s body to anesthetize 
her. The Coroner said it was his 
opinion that Rheta had been shot 
to death while unconscious from an 
anesthetic. 

Another Coroner’s chemist, Dr. 
Charles Muehlberger, told the 
Coroner that traces of the chloro- 
form had been found in the young 
wife’s lungs, stomach, liver and 
kidneys. It was administered, 
it was said, before the victim was 
shot, because examination of the 
body had indicated that death had 
been instantaneous and that no 
anesthetic could have reached her 
internal organs after the fatal bul- 
let had been fired into her back. 

Police said last night that Earle 
had admitted that he met his 
mother secretly last Sunday night 
as they sat in his automobile on the 
South Side discussing a subject the 
nature of which he declined to dis- 
close. \ 

Police also said Wynekoop said 
he. had changed an _ insurance 
policy for $10,000 two months ago 
so that the beneficiary was his sis- 
ter, Dr. Catherine Wynekoop, in- 
stead of his wife. The police said 
Wynekoop told them his mother 
had warned him not to tell investi- 
gators that the change had been 
made at her request. 

Capt. Stege declared it had been 
learned that a downtown bank held 
Wynekoop’s 
Monroe street home, where Rheta 
lived. . 

Miss Priscilla Wittl was emphatic 
in declaring that she was guilty of 
no conscious wrongdoing in keep- 
ing company with Wynekoop. 

“I didn’t know he was married 
until I read the newspapers about 
this terrible thing,” she said. “He 
was a nice fellow but very unhappy.

CANADA PUTS DUMPING DUTY . 
ON IMPORTS FROM THE U, S. 


Action of Dominion Government 
Result of Falling American 
Dollar. 


OTTAWA, Nov. 24.—The falling 
United States dollar caused the Do- 
minion Government to take action 
yesterday to impose an exchange 
dumping duty on imports from the 
United States. The duty would be 
levied on products “of a class or 
kind made in Canada.” 

The Government declared the 
United States dollar to possess a 
value of 100 cents Canadian curren- 
cy for duty purposes, aud ruled 
that the difference between the cur- 
rent rate of exchange and par 
would be collectible as an exchange 
duty. 

At present the dollar is at a dis- 
count of about 2% to 3 per cent 
in terms of Canadian currency. 

The action by the Government 
was not expected, at least until the 
exchange differential had mounted 
to 5 per cent. The Government’s 
action was in the form of an order 
in council fixing the value of the 
dollar for duty purposes. : 

The margin provided under the 
Government ruling offsets the pro- 
tection afforded © to the Canadian 
manufacturer by the tariff to the 
extent of the difference between 
the two currencies. 

The American manufacturer is 
still in a favorable position to com- 
pete with the British manufacturer 
in the market of the United King- 
dom, as there is a 6,per cent dis- 
count between the United States 
dollar and sterling.

ALDERMEN PASS BLL 
ASSAILED AS ILLEGAL 


It Is Designed to Terminate 
Contracts of Several of City’s 
Consulting Experts. 


An ordinance prohibiting the city 
from employing consulting en- 
gineers and architects “except as 
authorized by the charter’ was 
passed today by the Board of Al- 
dermen by a vote of 22 to 6. 


Opponents of the measure 
charged that it was playing into 
the hands of public utilities, against 
which the city has rate cases pend- 
ing, and that it was illegal because 
of a charter provision giving the 
Board of Public Service and Board 
of Estimate authority to employ 
consulting experts. 

Backers of the measure appar- 
ently had not known of that pro- 
vision in the charter. It was spon- 
sored by Aldtrman Lietchen 
(Dem.), Third Ward, who offered 
it as an economy measure. Those 
voting against it were Vice-Presi- 
dent Golden, Aldermen Hoefflinger 
and Terry, Democrats, and Alder- 
men Eilers, Neumann and Wald- 
man, Republicans. 

If the ordinance should be signed 
by the Mayor and should be held 
not to conflict with the charter, the 
employment of C. E. Smith & Co., 
engineers who have advised the city 
in utility rate matters would be ter- 
minated. Because that firm is now 
aiding the city in pending cases, the 
effective date of the ordinance was 
made Feb. 20, 1934. 

The employment of W. W. Hor- 
ner as consulting engineer in the 
Department of Streets and Sewers 
would be terminated, and contracts 
such as the city has with the Plaza 
Commission, which designed Memo- 
rial Plaza, would be outlawed. 

Alderman Eilers, who called the 
attention of the board to the char- 
ter provision for employment of 
consulting experts, declared the or- 
dinance was illegal and that the 
Mayor undoubtedly would refuse to 
sign it. 

Golden appointed a committee to 
investigate the possibilities of ob- 
taining natural gus for the city. He 
named Aldermen Lietchen, Slay, 
Hastey, Scott, Genteman, Lange 
and Wetzel. The last two are Re- 
publicans. 

The board adjourned for two 
weeks.

AGAINST BROKERS 


Attomey Testifies About 
Stock of One Company 
That Sold for Penny a 
Share. 


Decision on whether to revoke 
the license of H. J. Kattelman & 
Co., installment plan brokerage 
house with offices in the Central 
National Bank Building, will be 
made tomorrow by Securities Com- 
missioner Ross, who conducted a 
two-day héaring of complaints 
against the firm which ended yes- 
terday at Hotel Lennox. 

Kattelman & Oo, has been un- 


der suspension for a month as a'- 


result of complaints presented to 
Ross by the St. Louis Better Busi- 
ness Bureau. The firm is charged 
with employing unlicensed sales- 
men, selling unregistered stocks, 
and unduly delaying delivery of se- 
curities to its customers. 

One of the unregistered stocks 
in which the company dealt was 
General Railway Coupler Corpora- 
tion, now in receivership. Blodgett 
Priest, former counsel for the com- 
pany, was put on the stand to tes- 
tify concerning its value. He said 
the stdck Was worthless. 

Challenging the ability of Priest 
to appraise the company’s assets, 
Patrick H. Cullen, attorney for Kat- 
telman, demanded to know if the 
witness had ever visited the com- 
pany’s plant. 

“They had no plant,” was the an- 
swer. 

“Well,” Cullen persisted, “did you 


ever visit their headquarters?” 


“They had no headquarters,” re- 
peated the witness. 

“Were you ever in their home 
office?” Cullen inquired. 

“There was no home 
Priest answered. 

Sold Shares for Penny Each. 

Priest explained that a trust com- 
pany in Delaware, where the firm 
was incorporated, served as its le- 
gal home office. Headquarters of 
the coupler company, he said, were 
“wherever they, hung their hats.” 
The company held patents to an au- 
tomatic coupling device never pro- 
duced commercially and never 
adopted by railroads. Priest said 
he had acquired 100,000 shares of 
its stock about three years ago in 
part paymént of a fee and had sold 
the shares to a broker for a penny 
each. 

The stock had been sold by sev 
eral brokers, Priest testified, at 
prices ranging from one to 25 cents 
a share “or as much more than 
that as the broker could get.” One 
witness had testified she bought 
10,000 shares from Kattelman in 
August, 1932, for a penny a share, 
and 7500 shares the following No- 
vember for a cent and a half a 
share. 

Testily Cullen interrupted the 
witness with the comment that his 
remarks “seem to be offered for the 


office,” 


benefit of the public as they have- 


no bearing on the issues here.” 

“T hope they will be of some ben- 
efit to the public,” Priest answered. 
“T should hate to see anybody in- 
vest in the stock.” 

ae | ge? ore to see,” Cullen inter- 
posed, “that you have set yourself 
up as the guardian of the public 
welfare.” 
| “It is about time somebody was 
doing that,” Priest replied. 

David Baron, attorney for a wit- 
ness who had appeared earlier, tes- 
tified he had drafted for his client 
what is known in th2 parlance of 
the trade as a “bucket shop letter,” 
demanding that Kattelman & Co. 
set out in detail the names and 
addresses of persons from whom he 
had bought stock for the account 
of Baron’s client, the serial num- 
bers of the certificates, and other 
information. A month had passed, 
he said, and he had not obtained 
the information. 


The statutes provide that cus- 


{tomers of brokerage houses may 


demand such information, and that 
failure to supply it promptly shall 
be considered prima facie evidence 
that the broker is operating a 
bucket shop. 
State Ends Case. 
That ended the State’s case. Cul- 
len had intended not to offer evi- 
dence and his client did not attend 
the hearing, but when Cullen 
wished to continue cross examina- 
tion of a State’s witness he was 
required, technically, to make him 
a witness for Kattelman. : 
The witness was Phillip V. Fabel, 
auditor and office manager for the 


‘brokerage firm, Reinholt & Gard- 


ner, which -had -put up a certified 
check for $105,000 seeking to obtain 
delivery of 1200 shares of a distillery 
stock that S. Cupples Scudder had 
bought through Kattelman & Co. 
Scudder wanted to sell the stock to 
realize a paper profit of $35,000 but 
testified he was unable to get Kat- 
telman & Co. to sell it. The $105,- 
000 was to complete payments on 
the stock for Scudder so, that he 
could get it and sell it himself. 
Fabel testified that on Friday, 
July 13, he had presented to Kattel- 
man. & C& a letter from Scudder, .di- 
recting them to transfer the stock 
to his account with Reinholdt & 
Gardner, On the following day, he 
said, a representative of the Kattel- 
man company telephoned. to ask 
whether the money to complete pay- 
ment would be put in escrow or 


whether a certified check would be 


available. Fabel told him he could 
have a certified check, and the next 
Monday, about 10 a. m., presented 
the check, demanding delivery of 
the stock within an hour. He did 
not get it, and left, taking the check 
back with him. 

Cullen sought to show that no 
broker could complete such a trans- 
action in the time demanded. Fabel 

tended, however, that physical 
élivery of the shares was not re- 
quired, that the deal might have 
been . completed by § telegraph 


1933 


,, through an exchange between New 
York brokers representing the two 
St. Louis brokerage houses. 

“Now, isn’t it a fact,” Cullen 
asked, “that the whole purpose of 
this deal was an effort by your com- 
pany to show. that Kattelmm .& 
Co. was operating a bucket shop?” 

Fabel said he knew nothing about 
that. He was asked if he knew what 
a bucket shop was, and defined it, 
improperly, as a place where secur- 
ities are sold at a price higher than 
the market quotation. Missouri 
statutes, which make operation of 
bucket shops a felony, define them 
as places where pretended salés and 
purchases of securities are made 
but where no securities actually are 
bought and sold. 

“But you do know,” Cullen asked, 
“that about that time arrangements 
were made to get Mr. Gardner 


(Russell Gardner, of Reinholdt &

During /the months which 
have passed since the fall of 
the Government of President 
Machado, we have followed the 
course of events in Cuba with 
a most friendly concern and 
with a consistent desire to be 
of help to the Cuban people. 

Owing to the exceptionally

LLOYD GEORGE TELLS 
OF “GENTLEMEN'S PACT 


Says Wilson’s Insertion of 


Word ‘Probably’ May Have 
Changed Course of History. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—President 


Wilson’s insertion of the word 
“probably” in the “gentlemen’s 
agreement” between England and 


the United States before the United 
States declared war on Germany 
may have changed the _ entire 
course of the World War, Lloyd 
George says in the second volume 
of his war memoirs, published to- 
day. 

In February, 1916, Col. Edward 
M. House visited London with the 
suggestion that President Wilson 
summon a conference of all bellig- 
erents to discuss peace terms, Lloyd 
George writes. 

“IT was opposed,” he says, “to 
the summoning of a conference 
without some preliminary under- 
standing with the President as to 
the minimum terms which the Al- 
lies were to insist upon with his 
sanction and support.... 

“In my opinion, therefore, i. was 
undesirable to take such a risk un- 
less we were practically assured be- 
forehand that if Germany proved 
intractable on these terms, the U. 
S. A. would throw in her lot with 
us.” 

The Minimum Terms. 

The minimum terms, Lloyd 
George says, included “the restora- 
tion of the independence of Bel- 
gium and Serbia, and the surrender 
of Alsace and Lorraine to France, 
provided that «he loss of territory 
this incurred by Germany would be 
compensated by concessions to her 
in other places outside Europe,” as 
well as some less sweeping adjust- 
ments. 

“Col. House,” he writes, “prom- 
ised to cable President Wilson a 
full report of the proceedings and 
to obtain his assent to the conclu- 
sions arrived at before the British 
Government notified their accept- 
ance of President Wilson’s propo- 
sals. ... Why was this conference 
never summoned? 

“Was the fiasco due to Sir Ed- 
ward Grey’s reluctance to press the 
idea upon our French Allies, or was 
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it attributable to the insertion by 
President Wilson of one fatal word 
in the gentlemen’s agreement sug- 
gested by Col. House? 

Wilson Wrote in “Probably.” 

“The document as cabled by Col. 
House definitely committed the 
President to war, subject, of course, 
to the assent of Congress—in the 
event of rejection by Germany of 
a conference into which he was pre- 
pared to enter with a pledge to the 
Allies to support their minimum 
terms. 

“The President it his reply 
serted the world “probably” 
front of the undertaking. ... 
real explanation probably is that 
President Wilson was afraid of 
public opinion in the U. S. A. and 
Sir Edward Grey was frightened of 
our Allies. 

“Looking back on this period .. .It 
is clear that if Col. House’s plan had 
been acted upon, the most. that 
could have been hoped from such 
a conference ... would have been 
the earlier entry of the United 
States into the struggle and the 
shortening of the war which that 
event would have brought about.” 


BRITISH WARNING TO FRANCE 


To Raise Duties on Goods from 
Across Channel If Surtax Continues 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 24.—Walter Run- 
ciman, president of the British 
Board of Trade, announced in the 
House of Commons yesterday that 
England would put a higher tax on 
French goods unless France _ re- 
moved its surtax on English goods. 

He said unless it was removed 
at an early date that Britain would 
be compelled to impose special ad- 
ditional duties on a range of French 
goods, “roughly equivalent to the 
amount of discrimination against 
British goods by France.”

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MISSOURI HOUSE 
DEFERS ACTION ON 
LIQUOR CONTROL 


Spends Lot of Time Talking 
About Ways to Speed the 
Bill, Then Lays It Over 
to Next Week. 


BONE-DRY REPEALER 
GOES TO PERFECTION 


It Is Amended by McCaw- 
ley, Author of State Pro- 
hibition Law, to Take Ef- 
fect When Signed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 24. — 
Consideration of liquor control 


‘legislation was laid over today by 


the House until Monday afternoon, 
through a week-end adjournment, 
after several hours of debate _ in 
which no progress was made on the 
pending bill. 

Most of the time was spent in 
discussing methods of speeding up 
action on the control bill, none of 
which was adopted, or in debate on 
matters not in the bill. 

The House turned from the liq- 


uor bill for about five minutes, just 
before adjournment, and perfected 
the Lafferty bill for repeal of the 
McCawley “bone dry” law, without 
debate and without a record vote. 
The bill now goes on the House 
calendar for passage. 

This action, in perfecting the re- 
peal measure without any discus- 
sion, was in marked contrast to 
stormy scenes in the House in the 
regular session, earlier this year, 
when a repeal bill was rejected in 
the House, after it had passed in 
the Senate. 

One amendment, by Representa- 
tive McCawley of Jasper County, 
added an emergency clause to the 
repeal bill, which would make the 
repeal of the State enforcement act 
effective as soon as the bill is 
signed by the Governor. McCaw- 
ley is author of the “bone dry” 
law. 

Dramshop Fight Postponed. 

In consideration of the liquor 
control bill, an attempt to obtain 
a direct test of House sentiment of 
legalizing the old form of dram- 
shop, with stricter regulation, and 
with the name of “liquor store” in- 
stead of dramshop, was sidetracked 
until next week. 

Representative Christy of Jeffer- 
son County announced he would in- 
troduce an amendment legalizing 
dramshops, which incorporates vir- 
tually all of the provisions of a bill 
he had introduced, which was killed 
by the House Committee on Crim- 
inal Justice. 

Christy asked consent of the 
House to have the proposed amend- 
ment printed, for consideration of 
members, and that the amendment 
be taken up Monday. After more 
than an hour of argument, the mo- 
tion to print the proposed amend- 
ment was defeated, 58 to 53. The 
vote did not constitute a test. 

After further debate, Representa- 
tive Weakley of Pike County urged 
the House to “stop wasting time on 
this bill and wait for the Senate 
liquor bill.” 

There has been no direct test so 
far on legalizing the open saloon, 
but surprising strength was devel- 
oped yesterday afternoon on adop- 
tion of an amendment by a_ close 
vote, striking out of the bill a dec- 
laration of policy against the re- 
turn of the open saloon. 
Proponents of the dramshop sys- 
tem were further heartened by de- 
cisive action of the House against 
legalizing the sale of intoxicating 
liquor by the drink in hotels, res- 
taurants and cafes. This amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 81 
to 17, with some of the ‘drys join- 
ing the anti-prohibitionists in its

UTILITIES FIGHT 
IO SENATE FLOOR 


Group in That Bedy, by Se- 
cret Vote, Kills Bills in 
the Interest of Public 
Ownership of Utilities.

Governor Will Try to Have 
Measures Taken Up in 
Open — How Hearing 
Was Conducted.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 24.— 
Gov. Park prepared today to carry 
to the floor of the Senate his fight 
with the public utility lobby, fol- 
lowing action of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corporations 
which, in a secret session late yes- 
terday, voted to kill the municipal 
utility bills of the Governor’s public 
works program. 

The Governor had urged the pas- 
sage of the bills to provide employ- 
ment in the depression period and 
to give municipalities the same 
powers in building self-liquidating 
utility plants that privately-owned 
corporations now have. It is the 
Governor’s intention to attempt to 
force a vote on the bills in the open 
on the floor of the Senate, not- 
withstanding the committee’s 
action. 


What Bills Permitted. 


The bills would have appiied only 
to cities having populations of less 
than 75,000, in which a private 
utility may obtain a franchise by 
a mere majority vote, though to 
build a municipal plant a two-thirds 
vote is required, and even then no 
city can issue bonds for a larger 
amount than 15 per cent of the 
assessed valuation of the city. 

The bills if passed would have 
permitted cities, by a majority vote, 
the same as required for franchises 
for private utilities, to purchase or 
build municipal utility light, gas or 
water plants by a bond issue to be 
paid solely out of the earnings of 
the plants. 

A fourth and companion bill, au- 
thorizing cities to build sewer sys- 
tems, was reported favorably by the 
committee. There are no privately- 
owned sewer systems and no lobby 
appeared against the sewer Dill. 
However, even on that, the commit- 
tee recommended an amendment to 
require a two-thirds vote. 

“I regret,” Gov. Park said, “that 
the committee refused to permit the 
Senate to vote on the question of 
whether people of the cities of the 
State shall have the same rights 
that public utility corporations are 
now accorded. 

“I will confer today with several 
Senators with a view to attempting 
to have these bills taken up and 
voted on in the Senate notwith- 
standing the adverse report of the 
committee.”

Herriot Unwilling to Accept.

I don’t see any 
difference between a good Chris- 
tian and a good Jew, and a mean 
Christian and a mean Jew. 

Calis for Jewish Leadership. 

*“T believe that the situation to- 
day calis for leadership among the 
Jews and, speaking more generally, 
I feel that there shall yet be a 
day when the leader in peace is to 
be considered greater than the war 
hero. 

“My second reason for accepting 
this token is that this occasion is 
a symbol of an ideal which many 
of us hope will one day become a 
reality.” 

Earlier in the evening Mrs. 
Roosevelt addressed members of the 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion on “things that interest me 
most.” She described her interest 
in people as “the basis of all other 
interests I happen to have.” 

“It is good to have trustworthy 
leadership, but no one can really 
lead unless the people can see the 
vision and be willing to back ideals 
of that leadership,” she said.

For almost a score of years the 
Yale Bowl, emblematic of the City

championship. 

Competing Schools. 

With the exception of 1922 when 
Central won the title, 1923 and 1931, 
when no awards were made, the 
legs were divided among three 
schools — Cleveland, Soldan and 
Roosevelt—since 1919. Final reca- 
pitulation shows that Cleveland has 
four legs, as has Soldan, while Cen- 
tral, McKinley and Roosevelt each 
have two. Old Yeatman, now Beau- 
mont, has never had its name on 
the bowl. 

There is no doubt that the Yale 
Bow] will be disposed of tomorrow, 
because win, lose or draw, either 
Soldan or Cleveland must become 
the permanent owner. Soldan is 
decidedly the under-dog, since it 
has to win, for a tie game will give 
Cleveland the distinction of being 
the only school ever to win two 
championships in succession. 

Soldan also is rated the under 
dog because form favors Cleveland 
decidedly.

60 Changes Are Made. 
All told, some alteration has been 
made in close to 60 of the defini- 
tions, general rules and stroke 
rules of the game. In a vast ma- 
jority of these, however, the author- 
ities have substituted simpler lan- 
guage or added or deleted a phrase 
to make the sense clearer. Many 
of them likewise have become part 
and parcel of the game through in- 
terpretations made from time to 
time by the U. S. G. A. or Royal 
and Ancient in ruling on ambigu- 
ities in the code. They have not 
previously, however, been written 
directly into the code. P 
Among the changes were: 
Ye change in the definition of a 
hazard so that a path or bush no 
longer are considered hazards and 
scrapes and casual water and all 
tracks are excluded from the defi- 
nition of hazards. 

An amendment to rule 12 provid- 
ing that unless the ball lies in or 
touches a hazard, the removal of 
loose impediments is not permitted, 
even though they are more than a 
club’s length from the ball and even 
if the loose impediment lies in a 
hazard. 

An amendment to rule 15, adding 
a provision that before striking at 
a ball in play, “a player shall not 
improve the position of his ball” 
by moving, bending or breaking 
anything fixed or growing. 

An amendment to subdivision 1, 
rule 27, so that now where a ball 
is played from the teeing ground 
into a water hazard it may be teed. 
Formerly it had to be dropped. 

A change in subdivision 2, rule 
29, now omits the right given to 
either side to refuse to allow a per- 
son not engaged in the match to 
stand at the +hole. 

In the stroke rules, some of the 
changes made were: 

Subdivision 2, rule 8, has been 
altered to make the penalty two 
strokes instead of disqualification 
for playing one or more strokes 
with a wrong ball. 

Rule 9 has been altered to make 
the penalty two strokes instead of 
one where a competitor’s ball 
strikes himself, his caddie or his 
clubs. 

Rule 13, subdivision 2, changed 
to increase the penalty from one 
stroke to two where a competitor 
on the putting green strikes the 
ball of his fellow-competitor. The 
same change is made in subdivi- 
sion 5 where a competitor lifts his 
ball while his fellow competitor’s 
ball is in motion, both being on 
the green. 

A number of alterations are 
made in the etiquette of the game, 
the most important of which. re- 
quires a player to immediately 
leave the green when the result 
of a hole has been determined. For- 
merly this provision simply pro- 
vided aaginst practice putts being 
taken when so doing would delay 
following players.

General Attacks-Critics of NRA 
and Roosevelt Monetary 
Program.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 24.— 


Gen. Hugh S. Johnson struck out 


today against the critics of the ad- 
ministration monetary program, 
and stated that the “country may 
be sure that Franklin D. Roosevelt 
is not going plunging over any 
abyss.” 

Johnson came to the “Little 
White House” to report on the re- 
covery campaign. Before seeing the 
President he handed newspaper 
men a sheet of his speech at At- 
lanta last night which he had over- 
looked in delivery. 

The words lashed out at O. M. 
W. Sprague, the resigned Treasury 
adviser, and said “any man who 
falsely impugns the credit of the 
United States is impugning the wel- 
fare of our whole people.” News- 
paper men informed Gen. Johnson 
about Al Smith’s attack today on 
the monetary program. 

“There is my answer to that.. 
too,” Johnson replied handing out 
the statement previously prepared 
in opposition to Sprague.

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 24.—Busi- 
ness is on the verge of. “another 
forward surge,” NRA Administrator 
Huczh S. Johnson said in an address 
last. night. He voiced the convic- 
tion that the Roosevelt policies had 
lifted the nation “25 per cent out of 
the depths of this depression” and 
that compared with conditions early 
last spring “we are a fortunate peo- 
ple.”

E. S. Klein and Harland Bar- 
tholomew to Request Govern- 
ment Meet Entire Cost. 


Two representatives of the City 
of St. Louis will go to Washington 
within a few days, to ask the Fed- 
eral Government to assume the en- 
tire cost of a large-scale housing 


and slum clearance plan here. This 
was decided by the general commit- 
tee, named two days before, and 
meeting today in the Mavor’s office. 

Eugene S. Klein, architect, chair- 
man of the committee, and Har- 
land Bartholomew, engineer of the 
City Plan Commission, were seleet- 
ed to go to Washington. When the 
question of paying their expenses 
came up, City Counselor Hay said 
the city had no authority to spend 
funds for the purpose, and Comp- 
troller Nolte said he would oppose 
any appropriation for the purpose. 

The Chamber of Commerce, 
through Walter B. Weisenburger, 
president, offered to look after 
Klein’s expenses. After consider- 
able discussion ef the matter of 
Bartholomew’s expenses, Bartholo- 
mew said he would pay them him- 
self, and that he had paid his own 
expenses on previous trips on city 
business in the last two years. 
Later it was decided, with Hay’s as- 
sent, that a special fund of the City 
Plan Commission might be used for 
the purpose. 

Cites Increase in Values. 

“But I think,” Bartholomew said, 
“that Mr. Nolte should consider the 
increase in taxable values that will 
come in the district east of Jeffer- 
son avenue, when housing improve- 
ments are made there. Taxable 
values in that district have shrunk 
$100,000.” 

Nolte said he understood that the 
Government’s purpose in building 
housing projects in cities was that 
the cities should take them over 
later. He did not think St. Louis 
would wish to take over realty vol- 
untarily, as it will probably have to 
take some realty involuntarily, 
through tax delinquency. 

Luther Ely Smith said he believed 
St. Louis already had one of the 
three votes on the Federal Emer- 
gency Housing Corporation, to 
which its application for a “100 per 
cent” grant will be made. He re- 
ferred to Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins, with whom he talked when 
she was in St. Louis last Saturday. 
Smith said Klein was well qualified 
to present the plan, as he was the 
builder of York Village, N. J., a 
wartime housing project in the 
Philadelphia area. 

Four Conditions By Exchange. 

W. W. Butts, representing the 
Real Estate Exchange, said the di- 
rectors of the exchange had voted 
to approve the project on four con- 
ditions... These were (1) that a 100 
per cent grant of Federal funds be 
obtained; (2) that the plan be con- 
fined to slum areas; (3) that the 
density of population in the district 
should not be increased; and (4) 
that the taxes be the same for the 
area that they have in the past. 

Klein said the real estate men’s 
conditions were in line with the 
committee’s ideas. He said pres- 
entation of the plan would be fa- 
cilitated by E. J. Russell of St. 
Louis, national chairr n of the In- 
stitute of Architects, who is now in 
Washington and in touch with Gov- 
ernment officials. 

It was decided that selection of 
the location to be recommended for 
the project, and other details, be 
left to the City Plan Commission, 
which has surveyed and studied va- 
rious areas. Besides the election 
of Klein as permanent chairman of 
the committee, Mrs. E. H. Steed- 
man was named as vice-chairman, 
and Mayor Dickmann as honorary 
chairman. The committee is com- 
posed of heads of architectural, en- 
gineering, business, labor, civic and 
social service bodies. 


LINDBERGHS FLY TO CANARY 
ISLANDS FROM THE AZORES 


Arrive at Las Palmas After Trip 
Made by Way of Funchal, in 
Madeira Group.

LAS/ PALMAS, Canary Islands, 
Nov. 24.—Col.and Mrs. Charles A. 
Lindbergh arrived here at 3:15 p. 
m. today after a flight from Ponta 
Delgada, in the Azores Islands. 

The distance was more than 800 
miles. The Lindberghs left Ponta 
Delgada in the Azores shortly after 
sunrise and flew to Funchal, in 
the Madeira Islands, about 600 miles 
away. After circling over Funchal 
three times, they headed out of 
sight of land again, across the At- 
lantic, almost directly south to the 
Canary Islands, more than 200 
miles farther. 

They are now only 1000 miles 
away from Cape Verde, Africa, 
from which point they may decide 
to travel westward across the At- 
lantic, aince Cape Verde is the west- 
ogee point on the African conti- 
nent.

NATURAL CAGES AT 20 


Director Vierheller Turns Out 
Cement Work That Looks 
Like Granite, 


A new technique for construction 
of animal display pits has been de- 
veloped at the St. Louis Zoological 
Garden and will be adopted in the 
Antelope House, now under con- 
struction, George P. Vierheller, di- 


rector of the Zoo, announced today. 

‘The technique, details of which 
Vierheller is not ready to reveal, 
concerns the use of’cement guns 
and of cement containing small 
chips of granite instead of the 
gravel ordinarily used. The result 
is artificial rock that cannot be 
distinguished from genuine.

growth. These, Vierheller explained, 
are painted on by hand after the 
rock-work has been completed. 

The Antelope House will be the 
first section of a 12-acre steppe 
where animals will wander appar- 
ently at will. It will have four large 
exhibition areas on one side, with 
the imitation granite walls broken 
by moats and a dozen smaller run- 
ways on the other side. One of the 
large areas will be for giraffes, 
the others for the larger species of 
antelope. In the runways, where 
the simulation of nature will not 
be carried to es great a degree, will 
be lesser antelopes. 

Here the animals will be seen in 
the summer. In the winter they 
will be inside the house, where the 
cages will be conventionally barred 
and where spectators can view the 
exhibits from a central walk. 

Antelope Section Ready July 1. 

The antelope section will be ready 
about July 1, Vierheller believes. 
Construction of the house itself, 
now almost complete, cost $57,000. 
Grading, construction of moats and 
fabrication of the artificial rock, 
from carefully prepared plaster 
models, will be done by the Zoo in- 
stead of by contract as the building 
was erected. This work, which will 
start early next Spring, will cost 
about $50,000, of which, Vierheller 
said, $40,000 will be expended for 
labor. 

The elope Howse is being 
erected east and slightly south of 
the Bird Cage. A Camel House will 
be built south and east of the An- 
telope House; a new Elephant House 
will be between the Bird Cage and 
the Antelope House and a new Lion 
House and pits will occupy the site 
of the present Lion House. 

This construction, Vierteller said, 

will extend over a period of 10 
years. He expects that the Camel 
House will cost $60,000, the Ele- 
phant House, $170,000, the Lion 
House, $150,000. 
“We can’t build everything at 
once,” he concluded. “Most of our 
income goes for maintenance and 
purchase of animais. We are able 
to save some each year and about 
every third year, we replace one of 
our old buildings. The eyesore of 
the present Antelope paddocks, just 
east of the Lion House, will be gone 
by the end of next summer.”

Cocktail Sauce and Appropri- 
ate Salad Recipes 
Given. 


The return of many college stu- 
dents will lead to much informal 
entertaining next week and for buf- 
fet suppers or midnight snacks, 
oysters are always good. 

Skewered oysters, pigs in blan- 
kets, creamed on toast, baked in 
Mexican style, or cocktails to begin 
a more elaborate spread, are our 
suggestions. 

We give in addition to oyster 
recipes, cocktail sauce and a cab- 
bage combination salad delicious 
with oysters. 

Baked Oysters. 

One-half cupful ketchup. . 

One teaspoonful Worcestershire 
sauce, 

One-half teaspoonful salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

One quart large oysters. 

One-half cupful grated American 
cheese. 

One tablespoonful butter. 

To the ketchup add Worcester- 
shire sauce, salt and pepper. Place 
the« oysters in a buttered casserole 
or baking dish, cover with the 
ketchup mixture, sprinkle with 
cheese, and dot over with butter. 
Bake in moderate oven until cheese 
is melted and oysters curled and 
serve very hot with generous slices 
of pickle. 

Creamed Oysters. 

One pint solid oysters. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One cup milk. 

One-half cup cream. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

Two-thirds teaspoon salt. 

One-sixth teaspoon paprika. 


over oysters, scald in: their 
own liquor and drain. Cream but- 
ter and flour, gradually add milk 
and oyster liquor, stirring constant- 
ly. Simmer three minutes, add 
cream, then oysters, lemon juice, 
salt and paprika. ' 

Skewered Oysters. 

Drain the liquor from the oysters. 
Place an oyster on a skewer (of 
wood or silver) then a piece of ba- 
con, then another oyster, and so cn 
until the skewer is filled. Broi! 
them before a clear flame until the 
edges of the oysters begin to ruffle. 
Place on a hot dish and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Garnish with 
olives and serve with ketchup. 

Pigs in Blankets. 

Season the oysters with salt, pep- 
per and Worcestershire sauce. 
Wrap each oyster in a strip of ha- 
con and fasten with a toothpick. 
Broil just long enough to crisp the 
bacon (about five minutes). Cut 
slices of buttered toast into quar- 
ters and place one pig in its blanket 
on each small slice of toast. Serve

Turkey may be served as a mat- 
ter of course every Thanksgiving 
dinner, but the stuffing may be 
varied. 
It all depends on the _ dinner 
budget whether the dressing be a 
plain bread crumb one, or whether 
mushrooms, chestnuts or oysters 
are to be added to enrich the tra- 
ditional bird. 

Bread Stuffing. 
Eight cups soft bread crumbs. 
One-half cup. onion, finely 
chopped. 
One-third cup celery, diced. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-half teaspoon black pepper. 
One cup turkey stock. 
One cup mayonnaise. 
Combine bread crumbs, onion, 
celery, salt and pepper® Fold stock 
into mayonnaise and add to other 
ingredients. Toss all lightly to. 
gether with fork until thoroughly 
mixed. Makes enough stuffing for 
one medium-sized turkey. Use 
bread that is a day old. 

Oyster Stuffing. 
Four cups oysters, drained and 
cut in small pieces. 
Four cups soft bread crumbs. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-half teaspoon black pepper. 
One-half cup hot oyster liquor. 
One-half cup mayonnaise. 
One-fourth cup lemon juice. 
Combine oysters, bread crumbs, 
salt and pepper. Fold oyster liquor 
into mayonnaise and add lemon 
juice. Add these to other ingre- 
dients. Toss all lightly together 
with fork until thoroughly mixed. 
Makes enough stuffing for one 
medium-sized turkey. Use bread 
that is a day old. 
Worcestershire Sauce Stuffing. 
One loaf slightly dry bread 
(crumbed). 
One-half cupful melted butter. 
One teaspoonful cinnamon. 
One tablespoonful Worcestershire 
sauce. 
One tablespoonful onion juice. 
Mix thoroughly and press firmly 
into the turkey. This make a rich, 
crumbly stuffing, and is deliciously 
seasoned. 

Macaroni Stuffing. 
Cook one package of macaroni in 
four quarts of water to which one 
tablespoon of salt has been added. 
The water is drained off when the 
macaroni is tender. To the maca- 
roni one beaten egg, one-fourth cup 
of melted butter, one tablespoon of 
paprika, two teaspoons of salt, two 
teaspoons of poultry seasoning, one- 
half cup of cream and one cup of 
chopped celery are added. Minced 
onion may be used, too. This makes 
approximately one quart of dress- 
ing, and while the stuffing is placed 
loosely in a bird, the recipe will 
need to be doubled for a very large 
turkey. 


Onion Stuffing. 
Parboil one cup of finely chopped 
onion 10 minutes in boiling water, 
add two teaspoons poultry season- 
ing and cook two minutes more. 
Combine three cups of bread erumbs-. 
(day-old bread), one beaten egg, 
half a cup melted butter, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, dash of pep- 
per. Add onion and mix well. 

Giblet Stuffing. 
Nine cups toasted bread crumbs. 
One-half cup water or milk. 
One-half cup melted fat. 
Three teaspoons salt. 
One-half teaspoonful pepper. 
One-half teaspoon sage. 
ree chopped 
fine. 
Two cups diced celery. 
Gibleta—cooked—ground. 
Put giblets in small pan with just 
enough water to cover. Cook un- 
til tender, grind through a food 
chopper and combine with the 
stuffing ingredients. 
Pour water over bread and let 
stand a few minutes. Add fat, sea- 
soning, onion, celery and ground 
up giblets to bread crumbs. Mix 
thoroughly. 
Mushroom Stuffing. 
Eight cups bread crumbs. 
Two tablespoons minced parsley. 
One teaspoon sage. 
One teaspoon thyme. 
Two teaspoons pepper. 
One cup melted shortening. 
Three teaspoons salt. 
Two tablespoons minced onion. 
Two cups chopped mushrooms. 
Two cups seedless raisins. 
Mix ingredients in order given. If 
mixture seems too dry, moisten 
with milk or stock. 

Chestnut Stuffing. 

Five cups of chestnut puree. 
Two cups soft bread crumbs. 
One cup shortening (melted). 
Two tablespoons chopped parsley. 
Two tablespoons grated onion. 
One teaspoon salt. 
One-quarter teaspoon pepper. 
One scant cup of cream. 
To make chestnut puree, boil one 
and three-quarter quarts French 
chestnuts until tender. Remove 
shelis and skins and rub through a 
sieve. To the puree add crumbs, 
butter and seasonings. Moisten with

“T can’t tell you how glad I am to 
be home for Thanksgiving this yeap 
after five years’ residence in Eu- 
rope,” said a returned St. Louisan 
the other day. 

“tT never knew how homesick I 
was until Thanksgiving came 
around. It’s so distinctly an Amer- 
ican homeday, and «dinners over 
there were almost a mockery of our 
traditional feasts.” 

Many of us feel the same way 
about Thanksgiving above all oth- 
er days of the year, and may we 
all sit down to lavish tables next 


thoroughly. Add scalded milk and 
fold in stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Pour into baked Edgemont ginger- 
snap pie crust and bake in medium 


foven (350 degrees F.) for about 40 


minutes, or-until a tester, inserted 
in center, comes out clean. Serves 
eight.

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RUSSIAN COMMUNIST PARTY 
TO HOLD ELECTION JAN. 25 


Joseph Stalin Expected to Be Chos- 
en Secretary Again; Congress 
First Since 1930. 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 24.—Joseph Stalin 
and all his fellow officers of the 
Communist party, from the all- 
powerful Political Bureau down, 
will come up for re-election in the 
seventeenth all-union congress of 
the party, which has been sum- 
moned to meet in Moscow Jan. 25. 

The congress will be the first 
since 1930. By the time it will be 
held a country-wide party “cleans- 
ing” will have ended its exhaustive 
examination of the worthiness of 
the highest officials to the lowest 
workers to be members of the party. 

Stalin will report to the congress 
in one of his few speeches which 
is expected to deal mostly with ac- 
complishments of the five-year plan 
and the general state of the coun- 
try. All indications point to the re- 
election of Stalin as secretary of 
the party.

Miss Metzger formerly was a 
member of the Humane Society and 
she was going out “to demand her 
rights.” She had to trail Eric H. 
Hansen, director, to a _ friend’s 
home. She told him the deputies 
had stolen her cats and the Hu- 
mane Society was receiving stolen 
property. Hansen assured her she 
could get her cats and dogs in the 
morning. 

Early yesterday she walked to 
the Coronado Hotel to call a taxi. 
The driver saw her, cheap coat 
thrown over a print dress and wear- 
ing old tennis shoes and no hat, 
and asked her if she could afford 
the fare. She pulled out a roll of 
bills. Then she went out to the 
Humane Society, talked with Han- 
sen for two hours about current 
economic problems, called another 
taxi, gathered in her cats, and 
drove away. 

Formerly a Candy Vendor. 
Miss Metzger is about 70 years 
old. She was married at one time 
but she doesn’t know her husband’s 
whereabouts and has taken back 
her maiden name. Two years ago 
she began selling candy and gum 
in front of movie theaters. Since 
there already are 11 candy vendors 
between Third Baptist Church and 
Delmar boulevard, this business 
does not pay| 
She has lived tn every rooming 
house in the 3400 block of Olive 
street and this is the seventh time 
she has moved into the house at 
3646 Olive. 

Miss Metzger had only 10 cats 
until Wednesday. When she was 
being evicted a neighbor came 
along and donated three week-old 
kittens. She took them. But she 
thinks the 13 brought her bad luck.

Preventing Deafness 


REVENTING of deafness in the 
P young follows largely two lines. 

One is eugenic and the other is 
prophylactic. Hereditary deafness 
is due to a genetic. defect in the 
parents, . 
Graham Bell, the inventor of the 
telephone, fifty years ago, pointed 
out that by the intermarriage of 
deaf-mutes and by their prolific 
multiplication, we are in danger of 
“the formation of a deaf variety 
of the human race.” 
Deaf-mutism in parents, however, 
is not the only cause of congenital 
deafness. Deaf children may be 
born to parents showing no audi- 
tory defect. The solution of this 
phase of the problem is essentially 
eugenic in character, 
Acquired deafness in children, 
however, presents a problem of an 
entirely different nature. 


ed either medically or surgically. 

During the first six months of 
life the eyes of the infant tend to 
wander. Clear vision is not estab- 
lished much before the first year 
and the focussing of both eyes on 
the same point develops about this 
period. Hence, real cross-eye is 
usually noticed in the child 2 or 3 
years of age. Children, as a rule, 
do not outgrow cross-eye. 

What are the causes of cross- 
eye? One possible cause is brain 
injury suffered at birth. Another 
is injury to the muscles which sur- 


round the eye. Acute diseases af- 


fecting the brain or the eye may 
also Cause cross-eye. 


The most common cause, how- 
ever, is marked difference in the 
sight of the two eyes. When one 
eye is near-sighted and the other 
far-sighted, or when one eye is 
more far-sighted, more astigmatic 
or more near-sighted than the oth- 
er, then objects will appear blurred 
in one eye and clear in the other. 

When the vision in both eyes is 


not identical, the resulting images 
do not appear alike and cannot be 
fitted together. As a result, the 
better seeing eye is used exclusive- 
ly and directed at objects, while 
the poorer eye is left to turn in or 
out. ~ 


Treatment of cross-eye calls first 
for the correction of whatever de- 
fect there may be in the patient’s 
physical condition; secondly, for a 
careful examination of the eyes to 
determine whether correction by 
glasses is required. 


In addition, the child must be 
trained to use both eyes. This 
training is carried on by blocking 
off the better eye by bandaging it, 
thus compelling the child to use its 
poor eye. 

Where there are no serious de- 
fects in vision, glasses and retrain- 
ing of the eyes way suffice to cor- 
rect cross-eye. At times, however, 
we must employ surgical means to 
balance the muscular pull on the 
eyes.

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In studies in England on the 
causes of acquired deafness, it was 
found that more than 10 per cent 
were due to diseases of the nerv- 
ous system; 28 per cent to infec- 
tious diseases, and 60 per cent to 
primary disease of the ear and in- 
juries. 

Among diseases of the nervous 
system which cause deafness, 
meningitis is outstanding. Among 
the infectious diseases, measles and 
scarlet fever are the most impor- 
tant. 

In the third group, representing 
60 per cent of all acquired deafness, 
. septic infections of the middle ear 
are responsible, 

Thus, among the causes of ac- 
quired deafness, primary infections 
of the middle ear stand out. 

Most of these originate in that 
portion of the head cavity known 
as the nasopharynx, the space 
above the throat and behind the 
nose. 

These disease conditions are sec- 
ondary to infections in the tonsils 
and adenoids. 

The greater care now given to 
children with infected tonsils and 
diseased adenoids is helping to re- 
duce middle ear disease.

Jackie achieved his football ambi- 
tions, and it is possible he will 
achieve his concert ambitions, for 
the idea of letting him conduct the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra is 
being seriously considered, And if 
his hopes are thwarted in St. Louis, 
his father, Stephen C. Held, says 
he has been assured of a chance 
in Cincinnati.

éé can’t we give our wines 
W a: American names?” people 
often exclaim, when they 
became confused by the European 
geographic names used to distin- 
guish the many wine types. 

American wine-makers could do 
that but the result would be even 
more confusing because wine-users 
throughout the world are accus- 
tomed to the European names. 
Buyers would have great difficnity 
in identifying wines as to type. 
There is no more reason for renam- 
ing wines now having foreign names 
than there would be for giving new 
names to foods of foreign origin, 
such as mayonnaise, spaghetti or 
sauerkraut. 

The majority of well-known wine 
names had their birth in districts 
or provinces of France, Germany, 
Spain or Italy, whence these wine 
types originally came. Sauterne, for 
example, is the name of a district 
in France corresponding to a coun- 
ty in one of our states. Sauterne 
is the outstanding wine of that dis- 
trict, the one for which the region 
is renowned. Port derived its name 
from Oporto in Portugal, where 


that type of wine was origi- 


nated and where most of it is made. 

When vineyards were established 
in California, South Africa, Aus- 
tralia, Argentina, and other parts 
of the world, grape vines were 
transplanted to these new lands 
from the European vineyards. The 
vineyardists and wine makers in 
the new lands made every effort to 
reproduce the wines of their native 
districts because those were the 
types which wine drinkers the 
world over knew and wanted to 
bu 

The term “American wines” re- 
fers to wines made from native 
grapevines developed in the United 
States, principally in the Eastern 
States, where the European types 
of grapes do not thrive. With the 
exception of the champagnes, these 
native American grapes do not pro- 
duce wines which correspond close- 
ly to those made in the European 
wine districts. They are new and 
distinctive types of American origin 
and therefore they bear distinctly 
American names. 

In subsequent articles, where the 
major wine types available on the 
American market are described, it 
is not the writer’s intention to sug- 
gest that the foreign, California or 
American wines are superior or 
preferable. Each type has its in- 
spired wines and its mediocre va- 
rieties, and there are enthusiasts 
ready to shout the glories of every 
wine. After all, the favorite wine 
is a matter of personal preference.
